tag of ballots used at yencral +liclions for state and county offices
shall, as far as applicable and pot inconsistent herewith, apply to
the election of United Stutes senators.

AN ACT to amend sceticn 34 of the statutes, relating to declina-
tion of nominees. filling of vacancies, and votes for dead nem-
inees.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTiON 1. Section 34 of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 34, Any person nominated to officc may decline -and
annoul the same by delivering to the officer with whom his certifi-
eate of nomination or nomination paper is filed, * * * g0t
less than seven duys before election in case of fown, village or
city officers, and nine days in other cases, a declination in writing
signed by him and acknowledged hefore some officer authorized
to take acknowledgements. Upon such declination or the death
of a nomince the vacancy or any vacancy caused by the insuffi-
ciencv of certificates of nomination or nomination papers may
be filled in the same manner as original nominations, or n case
the candidate is the nominee of a political party, by the commit.
tee representing the party, the ehairman and scervetary of which
in such case shall make and deliver to the proper officer for fil-
